Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Any 
comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee.

The closest prior art is WO 99/09955, which discloses combining a copolymer 
with a phospholipid, and using such compositions for preparing pharmaceutical 
formulations. The copolymer comprises units from diacids such as maleic acid or 
anhydride, and units from styrene or vinyl ether. The copolymer is then combined with 
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Art Unit: 1796 

a phospholipid such as dilaurylophosphatidylcholine. The reference does not disclose 
the use of units corresponding to formula 1 which requires a polyoxyalkylene segment, 
and furthermore does not appear to include units of formula 3 because formula 3 
requires covalent bonding between the phospholipid and the connecting group resulting 
in an amide linkage. Also of interest is US 5,142,036, which discloses copolymers 
comprising polyoxyalkylene alkenyl ethers and maleic esters; however, the reference 
does not disclose modification with phospholipid. As acknowledged in the International 
Preliminary Examination Report, none of the references cited on the Search Report 
precludes novelty or inventive step.
